POLONIUM 
IN TOBACCO SMOKE 


Researchers from the medical 
centre at the University of Mas- 
sachusetts have found high con- 
centrations of radioactive polo- 
nium In heavy tobacco smoke. It 
finds Its way to tobacco from 
phosphate fertilizer used by to- 
bacco growers. Observations 
have shown that throughout his 
llfo a smoker who smokes a pack 
and a half a day is exposed to 
radiation equivalent to 300 X-ray 
chest examinations. Although 
radiation afreets all the human 
tissues, It Is the cells close to the 
source of radiation that suffer 
most.

An interview with 
Lev SECHNYAK, 

Dr. of Sc. (Agriculture), 
Director of Ihe All-Union 
Institute of Soleclion and 

Genetics (Odessa) 

II is expected that ln 1001- 
05 the Soviet Union will produce 
about 23d million lonncs of 
grain Annually. This means lliat 
an average annual Increment will 
.1 mount fn 34 million lonncs as 
compared Lo the previous live- 
year period. 

Though Hits llqura Is quite big, 
it Is not, ban ever, Impossible: U 10 
Soviet Union lias already kgcii 
siicli growth twice In lls his- 
tory— in l'JSG-ftO amt In IUfiG-70. 
In llie former case the growth 
was attained through ploughing 
millions ol hectares of virgin 
hinds, mainly In Iho country's 
cast. In lire Jailor case— through 
hiiciitlflcaiinn ol production. 

The Ukraine, Russia aud Ka- 
zakhstan aio losponslble lor 
nine- tent lls uf all Soviet grain. 
Iho ntlii-i republics' crops are 
rnmuiiiuil locally In Iho main. 
The Ukraine's share <if 21 per 
coni in Iho total country's pie 
will 1 oiii Jin nil III rough 1 1)91 1 - 0 : 1 . 
while in absolute figures Its an- 
nual yields will grow to 51 mil- 
lion tonnes (II was lllile over 43 
mill luu tun ires In I07ll-f1ti|. 

Taking lu such a gialu harvest 
Is no easy task, says Lev Scch- 
nynk. The republic has much ol 
lls laud ploughed already. Twen- 
ty-five years ago ttehta end or- 
chards already occupied over 80 
per cent ol Ihe land area, half of 
which was taken by grain crops. 
The percentage has not bean ac- 
tually changed ever aloce. Tills 
means that we need lo achieve 
higher yields. 

The Ukraine Is the oldest So- 
viet grain prodneer as compared 
fo, say, Kazakhstan. The farming 
Industry la highly developed here 
and any further progress re- 
quires much effort, However, In 
its beat years the Ukraine hit the 
50 million tonne mark. The task 
now Is lo work as good. 

To ensure the planned Increase, 
Uie slate five-year plan provides 
for the use, an an ever greater 
scale, ol farming machines, end 
fertilizers, the expansion ol re- 
claimed lands and other measu- 
res. The subsoil ploughing, which 
helps protect the soil against 
erosion, will be recommended (or 
many farms, . especially In the 
steppe zone. The Implements for 
the purpose will be mannfeptured 
In. ati (Helen t quantify.

“A Train Slopped", the duo's fourth movie, 
nill soon lie on public screens. The young film- 
makers' desire for discussion, lor an open and 
healed debate with IheJr audience on burning 
Issuo* ol the day has been completely realized 
In this movie which may be considered as their 
best. 


How Is it that such young film-makers have 
acquired such maturity and keenness of thought, 
such on acute knowledge of life, and such a 
firm and consistent moral and political position! 

There are common features In the careers of 
Abdrashitov and Mlndadze for all their dltte- 
rencesr bolh had had a wide oxpertenco of life 
before becoming Involved fn cinema.
